An editorial by the publisher of 
THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SUN- 
DAY NEWS written in connec- 
tion with the forthcoming  coin- 
age legislation which would  eli- 
minate silver from U. S. coinage. 

—Concerning his new “sand- 
wich money” President Johnson 
wants “to make it absolutely clear 
that these changes in our coinage 
will have no effect on the _ pur- 
chasing power of the dollar.” To 
clinch the matter he pledged that 
the new “cupronickel” quarters, 
dimes, and half dollars “will be 
exchangeable at full face value 
for the paper currency of the Uni- 
ted States.” 

—Then what have you got? 

—Presumably one of Mr. John- 
son’s new Federal Reserve dollar 
notes, which began last year to 
replace the time-honored “silver 


certificates.” 

—The value of the old _ silver 
certificate resided—or so people 
supposed—precisely in the fact 
that it could be exchanged by the 
bearer “on demand” for silver at 
the U.S. Treasury. Silver, like gold, 
has for some dozens of millennia 
been accounted a “precious metal” 
by all the world’s nations, hence 
acceptable as money. 

—Claiming to be “Jegal tender” 
the Fed’s paper dollar is not worth 
the paper it is printed on, being 
nothing but a “oreenback” pure 
and simple. It is not exchangeable 
for any metal, not even the cheap 
copper- -nickel alloy in LBJ’s new 
“sandwiches.” 

—Our grandfathers who 
thought paper money worthless 
unless fully convertible into metal,

A group of Islands in the West 
Indies, commonly known as 
the Virgin Islands of the United 


States, and formerly the Danish 


West Indies, is situated as an 
- outpost of the United States, in 
- a position to furnish protection to 
the U.S. holdings in the Caribbean 
_ Sea and the Panama Canal. 


Denmark colonized St. Thomas 
in 1666 and until 1755, the Danish 
. West Indies controlled the Islands, 


_. but it was in this year that Fred- 


erick V of Denmark purchased 
the Islands from the company. St. 
Thomas was declared a free port 
in 1764 and in 1800, during the 
Napoleonic Wars, England block- 
aded St. Thomas and in the year 
- 1801, occupied the Island. 

In 1802, St. Thomas was re- 
turned to Denmark, but again 


from’ 1807 to 1815, England oc- 
- eupied the Danish West Indies. 


In 1917, after negotiations 
which had begun prior to 1867, 
the United States purchased the 
Da W dies -for 









uel: nd servicing ships, manu- 
acturing rum, fishing, cattle rais- 
ng, and truck gardening. There 
is a large tourist industry which 
is growing by leaps and bounds. 


High Demand 


The coinage is of special in- 
terest to both foreign collectors 
and U.S. collectors alike and since 
the publishing of the book, “The 
Colonial Coinage of the U.S. Vir- 
gin Islands,” by Whitman Pub- 


lishing Company, in 1961, there 


has been an unprecedented de- 
mand for the coins and paper 
money in this series. Since the 
dramatic rise in prices a couple 
of years ago, prices have leveled 
off at the present time and there 
no doubt will again be another 
surge for the Danish West Indies 
coins, tokens, and paper money, 
partially due to the booming ‘for- 
eign market. 


The Danish West India Com-

of the reign of Frederick V, a

A short time later, in 1782, the

The coins struck from 1740 to 
1767 are usually poorly struck 
and are very difficult to get in 
nice condition. Coins that are in 
“fine” or better condition are 
worthwhile obtaining for any col- 
lection, as they are both scarce 
in this condition and will appre- 
ciate in value through the years 
as only a few pieces are offered 
for sale in the top conditions. 


"Some of these coins were struck 


in base metal and these are also 
poorly struck so that the legend 
and other details do not show up 
clearly many times. 


During the reign of Frederick 
VI, 1808 to 1839, 2 skilling, 10 
skilling and 20 skilling coins were 
struck and the designs on these 
coins were continued until 1848. 
Many of these were melted down 
as during this period the price of 
silver took a sharp rise above the 
bullion value and just about every- 
thing available on the Island was 
melted. 


New Strike 
In 1848, Frederick VII author- 


ized the striking of 2 skilling, 10 
skilling. and 20 skilling pieces. All 


of the coins struck from 1816 to. 


1848 were well struck and these 
coins are obtainable in sharp con- 


dition and are known in uncircu- 


lated and proof condition. . 

It was also during this period 
that large amounts of foreign and 
U.S. coins were imported into the 
Islands and counterstamped with 
the famous Crown FR VII, which 


made them legal tender on the 
Island. These counterstamped 
pieces are very desirable, especial- 
ly on the United States coins. 
The dollar size coins are the most 
valuable, with the !arge cent, in 
my opinion, being the most com- 
mon. 


With the new book due soon en 
the West Indies coinage by Ray 
Byrne, these counterstamps will 
have a great future and if any 
collector intends to obtain them, 
the time is now. 


New System 


A new monetary system began 
in 1849 and during this pericd, a 
one cent, three cent, five cent, ten 
cent, and twenty cent coinage 
were issued. These coins are still 
obtainable in very nice condition 
and prices are still very reason- 


~ able. 


During 1905, coins were issued 


them. The half-cent of 1905 is 
also marked “214 bit.” The one 


“-eent, “5 bit,” the two cent, “10 
pit” and the five cent, ‘25 bit,” 


as well as the ten cent which 


was “50 bit.” Most of these pieces 
- are obtained fairly easily and are 
suggested for the beginner in 


forming a collection. 
In great demand are the 4 daler 


and 10 daler gold of 1904 and 
- 1905 and these pieces bring high- 


er prices each time they are of- 
fered for sale or at auction. 


Tokens 


One of the most interesting col- 
lections that relates historically 
is the Merchants Tokens which 
were issued between 1888 and 
1892. 


Among the denominations that 
were used are the 1 centavo, 3, 5, 
and 10 centavo and the 1, 3, 5, 
and 10 cents. The reason for the 
use of the centavo denomination 
was that a great many Mexican 
pesos circulated on the Island and 
many of the pieces have the de- 
nomination with Mexic. beside it. 

These pieces were struck in 
German silver, brass, and copper, 
and as I have seen many of them 
worn, no doubt actually circulated 
freely as currency. None of these 
are common and they are more 
difficult to obtain each year. 

Whether a token collector or 
not, it would be wise to have a 


' few of these pieces, along with a 


collection of the coins. 


Paper Money 


The paper money of the Danish 
West Indies is rare in all of the 
early issues and there is a 20 
rigsdaler of 1788, West Indies cur- 
rency credit note known, which 
is in the Royal Collection of Coins 
and Medals in Copenhagen. They 
also have a 5 rigsdaler note of 
1822.

In 1905, the National Bank of 
the Danish West Indies issued 
notes in the denominations of 5 
franc, 10, 20, and 100 frances. 
These notes are beautifully en- 
graved, showing scenes from the 
Island, the obverse of the note 
also picturing the King. They are 
printed in both English and Da- 
nish and are gold certificates. 


A local bank, the Bank of St. a 


Thomas, issued notes from 1837 
to 1889, until it finally went bank- 
rupt in 1898. Most of these notes 
are difficult to obtain. . 


Price Hard 


The popularity of this series 
will follow the same lines as 
that attained by Hawaii, Alaska, 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines 
and will continue to be in de- 
mand for many years to come. 
With approximately three hun- 
dred items to be obtained to com- 
plete a collection, either a type 
collection or general collection 
may be built up at the present 
time.

Dear Mr. Cheatham 
Let us answer your last question first. 
When the graphical coverage was initiated last year it 
was decided that we would pick a representative sample 
of rolls (or sets) in each denomination and report on 
the price progress of the sample. 
Picking this sample was extremely difficult. (And 
statistically, since we are hunting only items which 
- fulfill certain conditions, it is certainly not a random 
sample) We wanted items that were heavily traded so 
that fluctuations in the market, no matter how small, 
would show up week by week. 
We also were forced to exclude a 1 number of items

But Mr. Johnson 
says the fashion of believ- 
ing that a coin’s value can 
only be measured by the 
value of the precious metal 
it contains, belongs to “the 
bat days of the Repub- 
ic. 

—The value of a coin to- 
day, he avers, depends en- 
tirely upon what the gov- 
ernment chooses to stamp 
on its face! 

—So why not use but- 
tons for currency, or pin- 
heads? An ordinary pin- 
head could be worth $1 mil- 
lion if so stamped, espec- 
ially when bearing the fur- 
ther inscription: ‘In God 
We Trust.” Magnifying 
glasses could be made 
available at the postoffice. 

—The Wall Street Jour- 
nal reports that despite Mr. 
Johnson’s assurance the 
Treasury Department is 
worried about “public ac- 
ceptance” of his tuppenny- 
ha’penny quarters and 
dimes. How much “gsand- 
which money” will it take 
to buy a ham sandwich? 

—The Treasury knows 
that the real “purchasing 
power” of money depends 
not upon government fiat 


but upon public confidence. -

Hairlines 
and scratches which appear Tncon- 
sequential to the casual viewer 
can remove as much as 50 per 
cent of a coin’s worth. It is easy 
to buy hairlined coins but ‘it is 
extremely hard to sell them. 
Don’t be oversold on a coin if 
it has an excess of toning. While

Mr. Schatzki is tall, slen- 
der, erect and white-hair- 
ed. He has been selling 
prints, autographs and rare 
books for 45 years. He 
came to this country in 
1938 from Germany, after 
18 years of experience in 
this same field there. 

“So you can see,” he 
added, “that prices must 
go up and can only go 
up because there are 
fewer and fewer prints 
on the market and there 
are more and more peo- 
ple who want them.” 

I did not discuss buying 
old prints or rare books
